New York, March 17.— Bellam y Stor­ 
e s United States m inister to Spain, 
arrived yesterday on tho Amerh an 
line steam er St. Louis from Southam p­ 
ton. 
Mr. Storer was surprised to learn 
that a rumor had been circulated that 
he had been recalled from his post, 
and em phatically denied that there 
w as the slightest foundation for such 
a report. 
"I have no Idea,” said Mr. Storer, 
"how such a rumor could have been 
started. 
I have sim ply come home on 
leave of absence for 90 days because 
at this tim e there is no urgency for my 
presence In Madrid. 
It Is not true 
that there has been a hitch in the 
negotiations of the treaty with Spain: 
on the contrary, they have progressed 
most favorably and there is absolute­ 
ly no obstacle in view- to the success- 
fill accom plishm ent of the treaty. 
! 
m ay say, Indeed that the most im port­ 
ant provisions of the treaty have al­ 
ready been fully agreed upon 
So far 
as the question of th** rights of Span­ 
ish property own* rs in Porto Rico is 
concerned, the governm ent at Madrid 
Is fully satisfied 
The negotiations of 
the treaty have be*-n som ewhat pro 
longed, not un account of any reluc­ 
tance on the part of the Spanish gov- 
em inent, but merely 
because every 
condition an i I may say every phrase 
in th*- document must first be pre 
seated to the council of s ta t'- for re- 
view and approval. 
‘Owing to th-- approaching acres- 
!- on of the young king the late min­ 
i-try of S agasta was in < ffect simply 
a provisional one, and a* the final 
ratification had to be left to the new 
ministry, an opportunity was afforded 
me to apply for a short leave of ale 
penc e. 
I expect to r* turn to my post

My relations with the 
Spanish government and with officials 
of all classes have bern of most pleas 
ant character and on all hand* I have 
been the recipient of th e most cotir 
teous consideration.

Speaking of the king’s accession Mr. 
Storer said: 
"There will be no formal 
coronation, as the- king of Spain is 
supposed to be- borh crowned.

It was. in 
fact, a question up to the last moment 
whether the representatives of for 
eign governm ents should be specially 
Invited to w itness the occasion.

that the king would lie ph ased to have 
a representath e of the United States 
present. 
On this President Roosevelt

tion of Mr. Curry, as he was our min­ 
ister at Madrid when the young king 
was born."

' Lord Yetfcuun aas sent me a staff 
officer with a dictated dispatch, from 
which it appears that certain particu­ 
lars previously given are inaccurate. 
The rear screen of mounted troops 
was rushed and overwhelmed at dawn. 
There was a gap of a m ile between 
the ox an,I the mule convoys. 
The 
mounted supports to the rear of the 
{screen, with General Methuen Imme­ 
diately reinforced by all the available 
mounted troops and a section of the 
38th battery, maintained them selves 
for an hour, during which the convoys 
were closing up without disorder. 
“In the m eanwhile 200 infantry were 
being disposed by Lord Methuen to re­ 
sist the Boer attack which was out­ 
flanking the left of the rear guard. 
The Boors p ressed that attack hard 
and the mounted troops, attem pting to 
fall back on the Infantry, got com ­ 
pletely out of hand, carrying aw-ay 
with them in the rout the bulk of the 
mounted troops. Two guns of the 38th 
battery were left unprotected, but con­ 
tinued In action until every man, with 
the exception of Lieutenant Nesham, 
was 
hit. 
Lieutenant 
Nesham 
was 
called on to surrender, and upon refus­ 
ing to do so. was killed. 
"Lord Methuen, 
with 200 of the 
Northuml>erland 
fusiliers 
and 
tw'o 
guns of the Fourth battery, then found 
him self isolated, but held on for three 
hours. 
During this period the rem ain­ 
ing infantry, namely, IOO of the I.an- 
cashlres with som e 40 mounted men, 
m ostly cape police who had occupied 
th** kraal near the wagons, also con­ 
tinued to hold out against the repeat­ 
ed attacks of the Boers. 
"By this tim e Lord Methuen was 
wounded and the casualties were ex­ 
ceedingly 
h ea v y 
am ongst 
his 
men. 
Their ammunition was m ostly expend­ 
ed, and the surrender was made at 
a lo u t half past 9 in the m orning.. The 
party in the krall still held out and 
did not give in until two guns and a 
pompom were brought to bear upon 
them at about IO o ’clock, m aking their 
position untenable. 
"It is confirmed that most of the 
Boers wore our khaki uniforms. 
Many 
also wore our badges. 
Even at close 
quart ens they could not be distinguish 
* ii from our own men. 
The Infantry 
fought w ell and the artillery kept up 
th* 
traditions of their regim ent. 
In 
addition to the 4" members of the 
cape police already m entioned a few 
partles of imperial yeomanry and cape 
police continued to hold their ground 
after the panic had sw ept the bulk of 
the mounted troops off the field.”

Some of the boys escaped and those 
who were caught were taken to the po­ 
lice station charged with disorderly 
conduct. 
W hen arraigned they plead­ 
ed not guilty, and the parents of the 
boys, who are of the most prominent

A prosperous man ascribed his suc­ 
cess in business to his habit of per­ 
mitting no particle of material to he 
unproductive. 
Ile experimented and 
elaborated until he found a method of 
disposing profitably of every atom left 
over. 
There Is a man in New York who has 
In hank a goodly sum of money which 
he calls his “ ’tis but fund.” 
When 
tempted to needless expenditure by the 
specious plea. “ ’Tis but a nickel or a

More serious than any prudential 
mntter are the little ieaks in life by 
J which vital energy is squandered and 
moral fo rc e is diminished, impercepti­ 
bly it may he, through what we some­ 
times regard as inconsequential acts. 
I-ack of order in our methods of labor. 
Indifference to the “minor morals” of 
hygiene and the “major morals" of 
houesty and truth, the practical repu­ 
diation of personal responsibility, tlie 
neglect of duties which arise from our 
ethical and religious nature—these are 
the leaks which we must stop or be 
bankrupt in the world’s eyes and in 
God’s,—Saturday Evening Post.

That our ancestors wore not so well 
Buffi aged as we are is evident from the 
following rules, which were laid down 
by Tommusin von Smirkier, a German 
poet, in regard to the conduct of a host 
and his guest at a dinner party. These 
singular maxims were recently un­ 
earthed and have now been reprinted: 
“Every host should take care that 
his guests have cuougli to eat and that 
they are not served with dishes that 
they do not want. In return the guests 
(Should behave properly and should be 
satisfied with whatever is placed be­ 
fore them. 
“A guest should not eat all ids bread 
before tile first dishes are served, nei­ 
ther should he eat with both Unnds nor 
drink nor talk when his mouth is full. 
"It is not polite to turn toward one's 
neighbor and to offer him a wineeup 
from which one is still drinking. 
“One should not eat greedily and 
hastily, us though the dinner had been 
paid for, neither should one take any 
food from ids neighbor's plate.

The greatest physical achievement 
ever accomplished in this country was 
the ride of F. X. Aubrey from the 
plaza of Santa Fe, N. M., to the Pub­ 
lic square at Independence, Mo., a dis­ 
tance of nearly 800 miles, through a 
country inhabited by warlike Indians, 
a large part of which was then a san­ 
dy desert. 
It was about the year 
1851 that Aubrey gave his wonderful 
test of human endurance, before which 
all other attempts of the kind pale 
Into insignificance. 
Ile was a short, 
heavy set man, 38 years of life, in the 
prime of manhood and strength. 
His 
business for ten years as a Santa Fe 
trader had made him perfectly fa­ 
miliar with the trail and all the stop­ 
ping places. 
He was a perfect horse­ 
man, and, although there were great 
riders in those days, none of them 
cared to dispute the palm with Au­ 
brey. 
On a wager of $1,000 he undertook 
t o ride alone from Santa Fe to Inde­ 
pendence inside of six days. 
It wa* 
without a thought of fear that he un­ 
dertook tile terrible feat. It was to be 
the supreme effort of ids life, and he 
sent half a dozen of the swiftest horses 
ahead, to be stationed at different 
points for use in the ride. 
He left | 
Santa Fe in a sweeping gallop, aud 
that was the pace kept up during near­ 
ly every hour of the ti nu* until Ho fell 
fainting from his foam covered horse 
in the square at Independence. 
No 
man could keep up with the rider, and 
he would have killed every horse In 
the west rather than have failed in the 
undertaking. It took him just 5 day* 
and 19 hours to perform the feat, and 
it cost the lives of several of his best 
horses. 
After being carried into a room in the j 
old hotel at Independence Aubrey lay 
for 48 hours In a dead stupor before h« 
came to his souses. He would never 
have recovered from the shock had it 
not been for his wonderful constitu­ 
tion. The feat was unanimously re­ 
garded by western men as the greatest 
exhibition of strength and en durn no* 
ever known on the plains. 
The ride of Jim Moore, a noted fron­ 
tiersman of tho pioneer days, is also 
worthy of mention. Moore was a man 
#f almost perfect physique. In fact, by 
military standards he was a mod t i 
He weighed I flu pounds, stood 5 feet IO 
inches, straight as an arrow, with good 
neck well set on his shoulders, small 
waist, but good loins, and had the limbs 
of a thoroughbred. No fluor looking j 
man physically ever rode a broncho 
than Jim Moore. He could run like an 
Indian, was as active ss a panther, the 
best natured man In the world, but as 
courageous as a lion. 
In the early sixties Moore was a pony 
express rider. 
His route was from 
Midway station, half way between 
Fort Kearney and Cottonwood Springs, 
to Julesburg, a distance of 140 miles. 
Moore rode the round trip of 2.M) mile* 
once a week. The stations were from 
IO to 14 miles apart, and a fresh horse 
of Spanish blood was obtained at each 
station. There was little delay In these 
changes of horses, as the rider gave the 
“coyote yell” half a mile away, and, 
day or night, the station men had the 
pony ready, so that the rider had only 
to dismount from one horse and mount 
the other, and with a dig of the spurs 
he was on a run again. This ride of 
140 miles usually was made in 12 hours. 
On each route there were two express 
rider*, one going each way. As easy as 
It may seem to some for a man to be­ 
stride fresh horse after horse for 140 
miles, there were few men able to 
stand up to it. 
Upon the occasion of which I am to 
speak Moore’s route partner had Itecn 
ailing, and Moore was anticipating and 
dreading that he might have to double 
the route. In this anticipation he real­ 
ized that there is a time limit to endur­ 
ance, aud therefore lie gave the bron­ 
chos a little more of the steel than 
usual and made the trip to Julesburg 
in ll hours. Arriving at Julesburg, he 
bad his fears confirmed. 
His partner 
was in bed. 
He had hoped that lie 
might have a few hours for rest, but 
before he had time to dismount aud 
stretch his cramped and tired muscle* 
the “coyote yell” of the east going rid­ 
er was heard. 
He drank some cold coffee, filled hi* 
pocket with cold meat aud was in the 
saddle again for another 140 mile ride. 
In order to be able to live the route oui 
lie sent them for all there was in them, 
with Hie result that lie arrived nt Mid 
way after having ridden 280 milos, in 
22 hours from the time he had left 
there. 
Ben Holliday gave him a gold 
watch and a certificate of his remark 
able performance. 
Many of the old 
frontiersmen now living knew Moore, 
knew of his 280 mile ride in 22 hours 
and bn vc seen tile watch and eertifl- 
eate.--Spirit of the Times.
